The poetry of Khawaja Ghulam 
Farid is a priceless work of Seriaki literature. 
In contrast to other classical poets, he was 
the poet of the modern period since the 
British Raj was occupying the Indian 
subcontinent at the time. Khawaja Ghulam 
Farid was known as the poet of the people 
because he used his poems to portray 
everyday people.

According to their statement, the primary 
objective of delving into stylistics is to 
analyze the semantics and comprehend the 
linguistic attributes of the given text. 
According to (Khan et al., 2014), stylistics is a 
linguistic methodology utilized for the 
analysis of literary texts. The statement 
encompasses a fundamental aspect of the 
overall curriculum, namely — philosophy, 
which involves the integration of language 
and__iliterary = analysis. According to 
(Widdowson, 2006),  stylistics is the 
examination of literary discourse from a 
linguistic perspective. According to his 
statement, the distinguishing factor between 
stylistics and literary criticism and linguistics 
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is the former's utilization of linking 
techniques. The author posits that the field 
of stylistics occupies an _ intermediary 
position between linguistics and_ literary 
criticism, serving as a bridge between the 
two disciplines. In broad terms, the subject 
matter pertains to the interplay between 
literary and linguistic elements. (Carter, 
1988) shares the same perspective as Widow 
Son. According to his statement, stylistics 
serves as an intermediary field that connects 
the domains of linguistics and literature. 
Stylistics is an academic discipline that 
involves the examination of linguistic 
devices, including rhetorical and syntactical 
elements that are utilized to create 
expressive or literary style. Stylistics is an 
interdisciplinary field of study that combines 
literary criticism and linguistics, as indicated 
by its morphological structure. The term 
"style" pertains to literary criticism, while 
"istics" pertains to linguistics. According to 
(Khan et al., 2016), stylistics is a means of 
expression, while language and literature are 
subjects. 
Methodology 

This research is based on qualitative 
methods of research. Through’ the 
perspective of  stylistics, this research 
analyzes the selected Kafi (Kafi no.15) from 
the book Understanding Divan-l-Farid 
translated version of Divan-l-Farid by 
Shahzad Qaisar". To conduct this analysis of 
the chosen narrative, the heuristic checklist 
of linguistic and stylistic categories that 
(Leech et al., 1984) developed has been 
used. The checklist that Leech and Short 
developed offers a methodical foundation 
for analyzing a text via its stylistics. It 
provides four different levels of analysis for 
determining the linguistic choices that were 
made in the text that is being studied in 
terms of its style. These levels consist of 
grammatical categories, lexical categories, 
figures of speech, context, and cohesiveness 
both individually and collectively. In this 
study, purposive selection through these 
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mentioned categories has been selected for 
stylistic analysis. 
Data Analysis 
Following is the stylistic analysis of the 
selected Kafi has been made verse-wise. 
Verse-1 
Rhetorical Question 
Emotional Connotation 
The word "state of my heart" carries with it a 
great deal of emotional weight, and it 
indicates the depth of the speaker's feelings. 
The speaker's urge to spill the beans seems 
intrinsically linked to their mental health. 
Using the phrase "secrets" suggests the 
speaker is willing to be vulnerable and open 
to the listener. 
Repetition 
The speaker's repeated use of the phrase 
"no one to share my secrets" emphasizes the 
absence of a confidant and emphasizes the 
intensity of the speaker's loneliness. This 
repetition serves to further accentuate the 
sentiment's emphasis on the speaker's 
yearning for connection and adds to the 
emotional weight of the statement. 
Formal Language 
Confident writing style is seen in phrases like 
"How could | narrate" and "for there is no 
one." The use of such pomp suggests the 
speaker is engaging in deep introspection 
and yearns for a meaningful exchange of 
ideas, thus the use of such formal language. 
Theme of Solitude 
There is a pervasive feeling of loneliness 
throughout the novel, and the speaker 
laments that they have no one they can 
confide in about their deepest, darkest 
secrets. A sensation of loneliness and 
isolation is evoked in the listener since the 
topic emphasizes the speaker's yearning for 
connection and the burden of having to keep 
their sentiments to themselves. 
Verse-2 
Rhetorical Question 
A prologue that begins "How could | narrate 
the state of my heart for there is no one to 
share my secrets?" is used to underline the 
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speaker's isolation and the absence of a 
confidant. The dramatic effect and the 
emphasis on the speaker's feelings are both 
enhanced by this method. 

Emotional Connotation 

The term "state of my heart" has a 
significant amount of emotional weight, 
which helps to communicate the 
authenticity of the speaker's feelings. The 
speaker's current state of mind is closely 
linked to their desire to spill the beans. The 
simple act of using the term "secrets" gives 
the impression to the listener that the 
speaker is forthcoming and trustworthy. 
Repetition 

The phrase "no one to share my secrets" is 
used several times during the speech to 
drive home the point that the speaker does 
not have anybody to confide in and to 
underline how’ severe the — speaker's 
loneliness is. This emphasis on the speaker's 
desire for connection is strengthened by the 
repeating of the sentence, which provides 
the remark with a greater emotional effect. 
Formal Language 

The writing is authoritative, as shown by 
statements like "How could | narrate" and 
"for there is no one." The use of such pomp 
shows that the speaker has put some 
thought into what they are saying and is 
hoping to convey some significant ideas to 
the listener. In other words, using formal 
language gives the speaker's ideas more 
weight. 


Theme of Solitude 

The fact that there is no one in the book in 
whom the reader may confide draws 
attention to the overarching concept of 
being alone. This theme emphasizes the 
speaker's yearning for connection and the 
challenges they have in concealing their 
impulses, while simultaneously 
communicating to the listener feelings of 
isolation and loneliness. 

Verse-3 
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Metaphorical Language

someone is now on the speaker's shoulders. 
To love someone is to take on that person's 
burdens and responsibilities. The author 
implies that the speaker now views love as a 
burden by using such weighty metaphors. 
Negative Connotations 
Both "infamy" and "notoriety" connote a 
dreadful reputation or public condemnation 
because of the speaker's actions or the 
circumstances. This is because both "infamy" 
and "notoriety" come from the Latin word 
for "notorious." By giving the reader a sense 
of embarrassment or humiliation, this 
contributes to the general tone of sadness 
that permeates the text. 
Emotional Connotations 
Expressions such as "My whole life has been 
spent crying" give the impression of intense 
mental anguish and distress. The word 
"crying" is used because it emphasizes the 
speaker's emotional suffering and the 
inability to find consolation or pleasure in 
life. It also denotes that the speaker is in a 
permanent state of melancholy or agony. 
Repetition 
The use of the word "my" several times in 
phrases such as "my head" and "my 
destination" highlights a personal and 
introspective point of view. This repetition 
strengthens the impression that the 
speaker's burden, dishonor, and lack of 
fulfillment are firmly embedded in the 
speaker's unique experience. 
Formal Language 
The author uses a serious tone throughout 
the writing, which is shown in terms such as 
"The burden of love" and "I have earned 
infamy and notoriety." This level of formality 
lends a sense of gravitas to the presentation 
of the speaker's feelings, which in turn 
amplifies the impression of hopelessness 
and the individual's struggle. 

Verse-4 
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Figurative Language 

The term "my heart groans for my friend" is 
an example of figurative language that is 
used to portray a profound emotional 
response. The term "groans" denotes a 
yearning or agony that’ is _ loudly 
communicated on a deep level, bringing 
attention to the extent to which the speaker 
is experiencing certain feelings. The 
substance of the statement gives the 
impression of having a poetic and profound 
depth because of the use of figurative 


language. 
Emotional Connotations 
Words like "restless," "sorrowing," 


"suffering," and "bearing afflictions" are 
used throughout the passage to convey the 
speaker's internal state of mind. These lines 
evoke feelings of agony, sadness, and desire, 
causing a sense of emotional upheaval in the 
listener. The choice of language that is 
emotionally charged amplifies the effect that 
the text has on the reader. 
Repetition 
The use of the pronoun "it" many times in 
sentences such as "It makes me restless and 
sorrowing' and "It is suffering and bearing 
afflictions" highlights the link between the 
speaker's heart and the experiences that 
they are having emotionally. This underlines 
the persistent presence of emotional 
anguish while also reinforcing the text's 
primary idea at the same time. 
Poetic Rhythm 
Cadence is present in the literature, like in 
the phrases "my heart groans," "it makes me 
restless and sorrowing," and "it is suffering 
and bearing afflictions." Rhythmic language 
enhances the lyrical quality of the text, 
creating a sense of emotionally resonant 
imagery and giving the presentation a touch 
of poetic flavor. 

Verse-5 
Contrast 
The author makes an analogy between the 
various doctors and medical professionals 
who have tried to identify and cure the

inability to do so. By highlighting the 
differences between the speaker's condition 
and the standard medical approach, the 
author highlights the speaker's 
dissatisfaction with the latter. 
Formal Language

as can be noticed in words such as 
"diagnosing and administering medicines as 
remedial measures" and "there has not even 
been an iota of improvement." The 
articulation of the speaker's displeasure is 
given an appearance of seriousness and 
accuracy using this formality, which suggests 
that the speaker wishes for a more in-depth 
comprehension of their current situation.

Invoking feelings of perplexity, uncertainty, 
and pain, the words’ "far from 
understanding," "mystery," and "malady" all 
have negative connotations. There is a dark 
side to these words, too. These negative 
implications contribute to the general tone 
of disappointment, which is accompanied by 
a need for a more comprehensive answer. 
Verse-6 
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Poetic Language 
The author makes use of lyrical language in 
this work, as seen by lines such as "My 
beloved Punnal went away without bidding 
me farewell" and "My — sweetheart 
consciously made me wretched." This use of 
language lends a poetic character to the 
passage, drawing attention to the emotional 
breadth of the speaker's experience and 
enhancing the overall impact of the writing. 
Descriptive Language 
For instance, "He left me alone and headed 
towards Kech." paints a vivid image of the 
heartbreak felt by the poet at the loss of the 
cherished figure.

Expressions such as "My _ sweetheart 
consciously made me wretched" and "My 
beloved Punnal went away without bidding 
me farewell" highlight the difference 
between the acts of the beloved and the 
emotional state of the speaker. The contrast 
draws attention to the disappointment and 
inner torment that the speaker is 
experiencing. 
Deception 
The phrase "I concocted the story that sleep 
had befallen me" gives the reader the idea 
that the speaker fabricated an explanation 
to conceal their true emotions. This choice of 
dishonesty brings attention to the fact that 
the speaker is attempting to conceal their 
pain and put up a front of indifference or 
acceptance by trying to seem as if they are 
unaffected by the situation.

Amplification 

The fact that phrases like "pathways," 
"passages," and "openings" are used several 
times drives home the point that getting to 
the City of Love is neither straightforward 
nor simple. This elaboration lends credence 
to the idea that the path toward love is 
tough and replete with impediments that 
must be overcome. 

Descriptive Language 

The phrase "pathways leading to it are very 
hazardous" makes use of _ descriptive 
language to convey a vivid image of the 
difficult route that must be taken. The word 
"hazardous' draws attention to the 
potentially perilous aspect of the route, 
which in turn draws attention to the 
challenging character of the trip.
